Ihua boto types of patients 
must avoid ugar, limit their 
carbohydzatss. and depend to 
a greater extent on protein 
snd some fats. The diabetic 
must limit his total calorie 
intake: the hypoglyaesnie 
patient does not have this 
problem.

Patroiman Kenaetfa Kaner, 
36, who wsa married and the 
father of two children, was 
shot io the bead twice with a 
sawedeff ahotgun. poltce said. 

The five suspaeta were 
arretted shortly after the 
shooting when pc^ce stopped 
them because tite car io 
which they were riding bad no 
licence plates.

The guild must pay a total 
of 375,000 *tn fines — two 
333.000 penaltMi and a single 
35,0(10 peMlty — imposed for 
defiance court ord er s aris¬ 
ing from the guild’s actions in 
the strike. 

McTsvWi told Dohm that 
irresponsible elemoita had set 
the policy <tf the union snd 
that he hlmsetf had resigned 
as president of the western 
branch because he couki not 
associate himself widi that 
course of action.

"The reason U» my resig¬ 
nation stems from the fact

Limited Reform Victory 


B efore labor MINDH'SK Bryce Mackaaey’a 
white p^per on UMRiployment insurance was 
isiued it was suggested that this document, 
representing governnwnt policy, would provide "a 
new readliig on the government’s attitude to social 
reform.” Together ^th a white paper on soda! 
welfare legislation expected to be made public in 
the fall, Mr. Mackasey’s policy statement would be 
a ^ncipal blueprint of reform of social services. 

Delay in the production of the unemployment 
insurance paper was attributed to a rift between 
reformers and econcanic conservatives in the 
Trudeau cabinet, and a sign of victoiy fcH* the 
reformers wonkl be acceptance by the government 
of all or most of the proposals made by the minister 
and department officials. 

In this light, it appears that the reformers 
woj a Hmlted victory and a chance to complete it 
before the fall. 

The goals they attaimd included sizable 
increases in benefits, which under the tenns of the 
white paper wlQ rise from a maximum of $53 a 
week to SlOO; inclusion of all manbers of the wc»ic 
fcMve who are not self-employed, wbldb will brks 
in 1,160.000 new contributors, and payment of 


benefits to women on maternity leave from their 
work, which will extmd over 15 weeks. 

But another aim of the reformers was said to 
be indefinite extensiem of tbe benefft period beyond 
a year, in effect a guaranteed incom for member s 
of the work force. Tbe white paper proposes a limit 
of 51 weeks when the unemployment levri Is above 
4 per cent In this case it must be judged the 
reformen lost. 

But for how long? It is interesting to note that 
hard on the heels ctf the white paper. Health a nd 
Welfare Minister John Munro told the ranattian 
Conference on Sodal Welfare that a guaranteed 
annual income is an essential aitemative to present 
welfare plans. It would entrench the principle of 
sodal assistance as a rljjit, and “that’s vital," he 
said, for dignity was essential to rehabilitation. 

Mr. Munro admitted, however, that sudi a 
plan would cost "hundreds of millions of dollars of 
new public funds" if payn^ts were to readi 
meaningful levels. One doubts that most taxpayers 
are as keen at the minister to test hit theories. The 
hope must be that if he and his fdow reformers in 
the cabinet win out in the welfare white paper, an 
election wifl intervene before implementation is 
possible.

The tests, cxniucted by 
rnglneers, showed that at SO 
mllea an hour on glare tee. a 
car equipped with studded 
tires on all tour wheels 
stopped in 253 feet less 
distance than the ear 
equipped with regular high¬ 
way tires. 

The car eqinpped with 


studded lim on the rear 
'Wheels only slopped in 122 
feet less. Oars with snowtlres 
stopped only seven feet thur^ 
of ordinary tires a^ SO m.p.h. 
on glare Ice. 

The report said the studded 
tires have little effect one 
way or another oo wet or dry 
asphalt and that they are a 
diaadvantage on wet* anl dry 
concrete by increasing brak¬ 
ing distance. 


The safety council ordered 
the tests in February after 
tbe release of an Ontario 
department at highways re¬ 
port saying studded tires 
caused exoeceive damegr end 
quickly eliminated highway 
markings 

n* report estimated that 
damage done to street and 
highway pevement in south¬ 
ern Ontario wlU amount to 
S127.000.000 over the next nine 
year*.

Yes. It is possible to have 
both disbeiea and hypoglyce¬ 
mia at the same time.

Mttonu with hypoi^yoe- 
mia may develup diabetes 
later on. Not the maioeity of 


them, toy any means, but 
some. 

Diabetes Is the inability tn 
utilise enough sugar, so the 
sugar level rises gradually to 
unduly hi^ proportions, un¬ 
less treatment is inititutod to 
prevem (bis rise. 

Low blood sugar (hypogiy- 
oemia) is not a continpmi. 
permanent condition. It Is a 
fluctuating one. The patient 
will have enough btood sugar 
moat oi the time, but his 
trouble aomes tehoB. at times, 
the sugar dipa to too lew a 
level. <A diabetes patient «4io 
has an insulin rewetion is 
having a seveie attack of 
hyiMglyeemia.i

Second question; Tlie diet is 
Tiot neceuarily identieal for 
the two ailments. At times it 
might be, but usually not. 
And the medtoal treatment x 
very considwably different 

There is this similarity. 
Both silments require the 
patient to avoid sugar, but for 
different rraaons The dia- 


hetie must avoid onsuming 
more sugar than ha can use 
up. TTie hypOf^yeeiBie must 
avoid sugar because when he 
eats It his psacriaa saeretei 
BKHe insulin, he uses the 
sugar taster, sfid then 
reaches another dip. or low 
point, at which hie hygaw 
glyuemia bodwa him. 

Hais bodi typaa of patieBts 
must avoid sugar, limit their i 
cartadiydretaa, and d^iand to 
a ^ater extent on protein 
and some fats. TTie diabetic 
must iimit his total oakrie 
intake; t(ie hypoglycemic 
patient does net have IMs 
problem.

Third question Hypo¬ 
glycemia may he assoewM 
with certain eonvutaive dii- 
ordert. Also frequent and 
severe hjitoglyoemia may 
cause some brain damap. An 
electroencephalogram (EXO 
or “brain wave” test) li a 
means a( datarmlning brain 
damage and/or coovulsive 
disorders.

The main ditticulty with the 
worm that's about aa thin as a 
fine hair and l-50ih of an inch 
long is Its reproductive mechan¬ 
ism, called a cyst. It's also the 
cyst that riten gives it away. 

One cyst nqay contain as 
many as 300 eggs, which means 
it has a potmtial of 3001 
nematodes ttiat attack root i 
systenu. making plants appear 
aa if tb^ bad “tind blood." a 
eondition that reduces yields.
